White House says new round of document releases puts lives at risk

The online whistle-blower site WikiLe- 
aks began publishing more than 250,000 
diplomatic cables from U.S. embassies 
around the world Sunda}^ spawning sharp 
condemnation from the White House 
and congressional leaders. 

WikiLeaks, which said its servers were 
under electronic attacks Sunday after- 
noon, said the documents represent the 
largest-ever disclosure of confidential 
information and give the world “an un- 
precedented insight into the U.S. govern- 
ment’s foreign activities.” 

“The cables show the U.S. spying on 
its allies and the UN.; turning a blind eye 


to corruption and human rights abuse in 
‘client states;’ backroom deals with sup- 
posedly neutral countries; and lobbying 
for U.S. corporations,” the site’s editor-in- 
chief and spokesman, Julian Assange, said 
in a statement released Sunday evening. 

White House spokesman Robert 
Gibbs condemned the release, warning 
that publishing the documents would 
jeopardize “our diplomats, intelligence 
professionals and people around the 
world who come to the United States for 
assistance in promoting democracy and 
open government.” 

The major topics in the documents in- 
clude: 


THE SCOPE 

WikiLeaks said the full set of 
documents included 251,288 
cables sent by American 
diplomats between the end 
of 1966 and February 2010. 
Of those, 8,017 originated 
from the office of the sec- 
retary of state, and more 
than 15,600 are classified as 
secret, it said in a statement 
announcing the release. 
WikiLeaks said the docu- 
ments will be released in 
stages “over the next few 
months” to allow readers to 
digest them. 


□ Pressure from 
U.S. allies in 
the Middle East for 
decisive action to 
neutralize Iran’s 
nuclear program. 
According to one 
cable. King Hamad 
bin Isa al Khallfah 
of Bahrain told Gen. 
David Petraeus, then 
the top U.S. com- 
mander in the region, 
that the U.S. must curb Iran’s nuclear program by whatever 
means necessary. “The danger of letting it go on is greater 
than the danger of stopping it,” the king is quoted as say- 
ing. Similarly, King Abdullah of Saudi Arabia implored 
Washington to “cut off the head of the snake” while there 
still was time, according to a cable cited by the British news- 
paper The Guardian. 


Conversations between Yemeni President Ali 
Abdullah Saleh and Petraeus about military ac- 
tion against al-Qaida militants in Yemen. A cable about 
their January meeting reports Saleh as saying: “We’ll 
continue saying the bombs are ours, not yours.”

Facebook: The new 
Simple Life online? 

Messages, Facebook's recently announced unified system to stay in 
touch, is so simple even Paris Hilton could use it. 

But will you? IVe been getting a lot of questions about what Mes- 
sages really means. 

Facebook says that with Messages, you decide how you want to talk 
to your friends, whether it’s by text, chat or e-mail. And it sums up the 
point on its blog: “Abu shouldn’t have to remember who prefers IM 
over e-mail or worry about which technology to use. Simply choose 
their name and type a message.” 

Absolutely right. Abu shoxxldn’t have to remember, but does that 
mean this is the answer? 

If you use Facebook to communicate more than any other plat- 
form, this is a no-brainer. Why wouldn’t you want to just type a mes- 
sage by selecting a name and have it pop up where it needs to pop up? 

But if you use Facebook the way I use Facebook, which is how I 
think a lot of people use Facebook, this might not be such a big deal. 

If you are checking your wall and posting your photos —even buying 
some chickens on Farmville— you might not notice much of a differ- 
ence. 

Here’s what Messages won’t do for you:

Facebook is offering a facebook.com e-mail 
address, but because so many of us already have an established e-mail, 
that’s going to be a tough sell. 

» Make instant messaging more instant: I use good ol’ AIM for my 
instant messaging needs. In fact, most of my office does. That said, 
most of my office is on Facebook so I probably could accomplish the 
same thing by creating a Facebook group and talking that way to keep 
everything inside the Facebook compound. 

I could do that, but I really don’t want to. And although I’m sure it 
would be thrilled if everyone dropped their other methods of commu- 
nication and went to an all-Facebook workflow, I don’t think anyone 
expects it. 

Let’s face it: We’re creatures of habit. I could use Gmail lOO percent 
of the time for e-mail, but there’s a special place in my heart for the 
e-mail I’ve been using for about lo years nowy even though it would be 
relatively easy for me to transition one account to the other. 

When Facebook places expanded and incorporated Facebook 
deals, I knew there would likely be additional benefits to using it over 
my preferred geo-location app of choice SCVNGR. But I’m still 
using SCVNGR. It was hard enough for me to give up Foursquare, 
but I’m really happy I did. With certain exceptions, we just don’t Like 
change even though change sometimes is for the better. 

Are you a unified communicator, or are you happy with spreading 
the love? Tweet me, poke me— just tell me. One e-mail will do, but 
whatever you feel comfortable with is fine.

While traffic and 
spending showed 
gains, it still is too 
early to say whether 
retailers will be win- 
ners this holiday sea- 
son, especially if ear- 
ly deals already have 
gotten consumers to 
complete the bulk of 
their shopping. 

“It remains to be 
seen for the consum- 
er how much more 
spend they have in 
them,” said Chris 
Donnelly, senior ex- 
ecutive in consult- 
ing firm Accenture’s 
retail practice. 

He said he ex- 
pected more affluent 
consumers to contin- 
ue to spend money 
this season, particu- 
larly because those 
shoppers are not 
typically focused on 
Black Friday deals, 
while less affluent 
consumers remain 
budget-conscious. 

Consumer spend- 
ing accounts for 
about 70 percent of

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Sensors 
keep watch 
for CTA 

NU team helps agency gauge strength 
of bridges that are up to a century old

A deteriorated CTA bridge on the Red Line has an important story to 
tell about the health of the rail system’s viaducts. 

Each day thousands of CTA elevated trains operate across 
564 bridges, many 80 to 100 years old. 

The crumbling bridges, some inspected monthly and others ev- 
ery two years, pose a potential danger to CTA passengers as well as 
to motorists and pedestrians who pass under the viaducts. But the 
CTA, saddled with a backlog totaling $7 billion in unfunded capital- 
improvement needs, can’t afford to replace bridges. 

The antiquated bridges have exceeded their useful life, experts say 
They remain open due, in part, to luck. The bridges were built to carry 
steam locomotives, which generate approximately four times the load 
of a moving CTA rail car, CTA chief engineer James Harper said. 

“We are kind of benefiting from that a century later,” Harper said. 
“One hundred years is beyond anyone’s expectation for a bridge struc- 
ture.” 

The bridge at Devon Avenue and Sheridan Road on the Red Line is 
one of the most deteriorated crossings in the CTA system. Its arch de- 
sign columns have lost significant amounts of concrete, exposing— and 
in some spots shedding— the reinforced steel below, CTA engineers 
observed. Braces providing additional shoring were installed near the 
bridge piers late last year to help the structure support the weight of 
trains and to withstand a possible hit by errant vehicles on the street. 

But CTA officials had little idea how much strain, if any the braces 
were taking off the bridge. 

Then, CTA president Rich Rodriguez picked up a newsletter pub- 
lished by the Infrastructure Technology Institute at Northwestern 
University The newsletter carried a story about Northwestern re- 
searchers monitoring concrete highway bridges in Wisconsin using an 
automated system that collects and analyzes data. 

Rodriguez then surprised Northwestern officials with a phone call. 

In July the Northwestern team embedded sensors in the Devon- 
Sheridan bridge to measure how much the structure bends when 
trains pass over. That information is automatically stored, analyzed 
and transmitted to a website monitored by Northwestern and CTA 
officials. 

The data collected from the gauges will tell more of a story over 
time, but officials have learned the yellow steel supports that were 
added are not doing a lot of work— a good sign that the original struc- 
ture is tolerating the daily strain of train traffic. 

But given the CTA’s budget constraints, the “temporary shoring” at 
Devon- Sheridan and other locations likely will be in place for many 
years, officials said. Replacement dates for the bridges remain indefi- 
nite until funding is identified, officials said. 

CTA officials hope over time to expand the monitoring to at least 
some other bridges and to add Web cameras to create a visual record. 


Slain SWAT officer remembered 
at wake for ‘coming to the rescue’

David Blake was the ultimate partner, 
an aggressive Chicago police officer 
yet gentle friend who loved a good 
road trip and a solid hit on the foot- 
ball field, friends and colleagues said 
Sunday 

“Dave was always the guy that’s 
coming to the rescue,” said Sean Da- 
vis, one of Blake’s former partners. 

Hundreds of people attended a wake 
Sunday for Blake, a SWAT team mem- 
ber who was on the force for 15 years. 

Blake, 45, was found dead Nov 22 
with multiple gunshot wounds inside 
his SUV in the 2900 block of West 
Seipp Street, several miles from his 


home. A cigarette was dangling from 
his mouth. 

The vehicle’s windows were up, sug- 
gesting the shots were fired from in- 
side, several sources told the Tribune. 

No one is in custody, and police con- 
tinue to investigate, authorities said. 

Blake was laid to rest wearing his ol- 
ive green SWAT uniform, his helmet 
nearby Inside Leak and Sons Funeral 
Homes in Chatham, photos on display 
captured Blake’s various experiences 
on the force. 

The officers weren’t grieving only 
for Blake. He was the second Chicago 
police officer killed last week and the 
sixth to die violently this year. 


REWARD IN FLISK CASE 

The reward money offered 
in exchange for informa- 
tion leading to an arrest and 
conviction in the slayings 
of Chicago police Officer 
Michael Flisk and a former 
Chicago Housing Authority 
officer on the Southeast Side 
last week was increased 
Sunday to $20,000, police 
said. Meanwhile, investigators 
continued to hold a parolee 
described as a “person of in- 
terest” for questioning in con- 
nection with the Friday after- 
noon shooting that claimed 
Flisk and Stephen Peters. 



CTA train hits car, injures driver 

A CTA train derailed after hitting a car and criti- 
cally injuring the driver early Sunday in Albany 
Park, officials said. At about 7:20 a.m., a ground- 
level CTA Brown Line train struck a vehicle in 
the 4600 block of North Kedzie Avenue near 
the Kedzie train station, according to police. The 
train derailed after hitting the car and struck the 
platform, causing serious damage to the plat- 
form, officials said, nancy stone/tribune photo 


Man dies at Bears game 

A man in his 20s died Sunday after he fell out of Soldier 
Field and landed on a rooftop on the west side of the sta- 
dium, officials said. The incident happened about 
4:55 p.m. as the Bears and the Philadelphia Eagles were 
playing, according to Chicago police and Fire Department 
officials. Fire Chief Joe Roccasalva said the man fell about 
20 feet and landed on a small rooftop on the west side of 
the stadium near Lake Shore Drive. He was taken in critical 
condition to Northwestern Memorial Hospital, where he 
later was pronounced dead.

N. Korea warns U.S. 
about military driiis 


SEOUL South Korea and the U.S. started joint 
military exercises Sunday U.S. Forces Korea 
spokesman David Oten said, prompting a furious re- 
sponse from North Korea. 

The naval operations are “no more than an attempt 
to find a pretext for aggression and ignite a war at 
any cost,” North Korea’s official Korean Central 
News Agency said, warning that the drills “are put- 
ting the Korean Peninsula at a state of ultra-emer- 
gency” 

North Korea warned of unpredictable “conse- 
quences” if the U.S. sends an aircraft carrier to the 
Yellow Sea for the military maneuvers. 

The divided peninsula, tense at the best of times, 
has been near the boiling point since Tuesday, when 
North Korea shelled a South Korean island, killing 
four people. 

North Korea said the South provoked the attack 
on Yeonpyeong Island because shells from a South 
Korean military drill landed in the North’s waters. 


CHINA CALLS FOR TALKS 

China called Sunday for an emergency meeting of 
the six major powers involved in talks about the 
Korean peninsula. Top diplomats from the six na- 
tions need to meet soon to “maintain peace and 
stability on the peninsula and ease the tension” in 
the region, Beijing’s special representative for the 
region, Wu Dawei, said Sunday. 


The U.S. and South Korea began assembling ships 
Sunday for the exercises off the west coast of the 
Korean peninsula in the Yellow Sea, a source at the 
South Korean Joint Chiefs told CNN. 

The North’s national news agency warned Sunday 
what could happen if the country perceives its waters 
are infringed upon. 

“The DPRK (Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea] will deal a merciless military counter-attack 
at any provocative act of intruding into its territorial 
waters in the future,” the state news agency said.

Their schedule has been as soft as the Sol- 
dier Field turf Their offensive line should 
be investigated for battery of its own quar- 
terback. All the big breaks have gone their 
way 

Those have been popular complaints 
about a Bears team that suddenly will 
catch national attention, not that it mat- 
ters to them. 

A 3V2-point underdog to the Philadel- 
phia Eagles on Sunday at Soldier Field, 
the Bears dominated the NFC East leader 
in the most impressive performance by 
Jay Cutler since he was brought in as the 
team’s final piece. 

The Bears have charged into the tough 
part of their schedule, disposing of the Ea- 
gles 31-26 after shutting out Miami on the 
road 10 days ago. 

The game wasn’t as close as the score 
indicates. The Bears (8-3) have won four 
straight for the first time since December 
2006. 

All of a sudden, they are tied with the 
Saints and one game behind the NFC- 
leading Falcons, who defeated the Packers 


to give the Bears a one-game lead in the 
North division. 

Michael Vick entered as the quarter- 
back touted as an MVP candidate, and 
while Cutler’s name won’t be entered in 
that discussion, he was superior. It was his 
signature game as a Bear as he threw four 
touchdown passes and had only one mis- 
take-jawing at an official too long after 
it looked like his receiver Matt Forte was 
mugged. 

In a marquee matchup. Cutler rose and 
carried his team. 

“I take every game personally,” he said. 
“Every game is very important to me. The 
later we get the bigger the games are going 
to be. The stakes are going to be raised.” 

The Bears claimed a 31-13 lead with 16 
minutes, 26 seconds remaining in the game 
and then hung on, securing the win when 
Johnny Knox cradled an onside kick at- 
tempt after Vick’s 30 -yard touchdown pass 
to Brent Celek with 1:48 remaining gave 
the Eagles (7-4) one final gasp. 

Cutler completed 14 of 21 passes for 247 
yards and wasn’t intercepted, posting a 
career-best 146.2 passer rating. His impro- 


visation was superb. 

Pressured near the line of scrimmage, he 
lobbed a pass to Devin Hester that went 
for 34 yards, setting up a 9 -yard touch- 
down pass to Greg Olsen 1:24 into the sec- 
ond half 

On the next drive, with Darryl Tapp 
bringing him down, he completed a left- 
handed pass to Forte to convert a third- 
and-5. 

Like it or not. Cutler has been one of the 
other targets for critics of this team. The 
way he’s performed since the Bears bal- 
anced Mike Martz’s play-calling is another 
reason for the Bears to enter December 
brimming with confidence. 

“We’d seen signs of our offense making 
progress,” coach Lovie Smith said. “With 
him playing like that, we’re going to be 
hard to beat.” 

It was a complete effort, one that will 
finally get the Bears noticed. That doesn’t 
mean doubters will disappear. 

‘As bad as we played, we lost by five and 
they know we’re abetter team,” Eagles left 
tackle Jason Peters said.

Boozer’s back 

Prized free-agent acquisition poised to practice with Buiis teammates for first time

Even if the Bulls weren’t entering December with 
a winning record for just the second time since the 
dynasty ended after posting the first winning cir- 
cus trip in 13 years, Monday’s practice at the Berto 
Center would be a big deal. 

Carlos Boozer has been cleared for his first 
practice with contact as a Bull, with his return to 
game action following shortly, perhaps as early as 
Wednesday against Orlando. 

Coach Tom Thibodeau needed one word to 
answer what kind of adjustments the Bulls would 
need to make whenever Boozer makes his debut. 

“None,” he said. 

Since Oct. 2, when Boozer fractured the fifth 
metacarpal in his right hand, the Bulls have envi- 
sioned what life with the All-Star power forward 
and marquee offseason acquisition will be like. The 
wait is soon over. 

“I think our style of play doesn’t change at all,” 
Thibodeau said. “We’re a defensive team. That’s 
not going to change. We’re an inside-out team. 
That’s not going to change. Our approach will be 
the same. 

“Carlos obviously will start. Taj {Gibson} will go 
to the bench. But Taj is going to play a lot of min- 
utes. I don’t think it’s going to change us at all other 
than it adds a lot of quality depth to our team.” 

Few know Boozer’s game as well as Kyle Korver, 
who played 180 regular-season games and 27 post- 
season games with him in Utah. Korver watched 
Boozer consistently execute a pick-and-roll and 
pick-and-pop game with another All-Star point 
guard in Deron Williams. 

Soon that partnership will form with Derrick 


Rose. 

“Him and Derrick are going to be really really 
tough in the pick-and-roll,” Korver said. 

Boozer looked fluid while shooting in an indi- 
vidual pregame workout in Denver, which was fol- 


lowed by a weightlifting session. 

“I’m looking forward to playing with the guys,” 
Boozer said. “I do have a target date. But I’m going 
to keep that to myself I got to have a little mys- 
tery”

Nicki Minaj never envisioned 
herself as hip-hop’s reigning “it” 
girl. The question alone makes 
her giggle as she offers an answer 
nowhere near as cocky as her 
saucy rhymes. 

“When I was growing up, I 
thought I’d be a famous actress,” 
she says. ‘Acting came very natu- 
ral to me. I didn’t imagine all this 
music stuff happening.” 

Minaj is harnessing those 
drama skills by assuming the 
identity of one of the many ani- 
mated alter egos she’s masterfully 
crafted in lyrics: There’s Roman 
Zolanski, her gay male counterpart; Nicki 
Lewinsky the sex kitten; Nicki the Ninja, a 
spotlight stealer; Nicki the Boss, who runs 
her own empire; and Nicki the Harajuku 
Barbie, the over-the-top doll who doesn’t 
hesitate to sign the breasts of her adoring 
female fans. 

With those razor-sharp bangs, a penchant 
for colorful wigs, vibrant, body-hugging attire 
and brazen guest verses, she’s been on a lot 
of people’s lips of late. Much of her appeal 
hinges on her image, and Minaj’s quirky, 
charismatic presence seems to have arrived 
fully formed. The masses— including her 
more than 1.5 million Twitter followers — 
have gobbled it up. 

But somewhere within the caricature 
resides Onika Tanya Maraj, the 26 -year-old 
Queens, N.Y., mastermind behind the hype 
who recently made chart history after her 
Annie Lennox-sampling single, “Y)ur Love,” 
became the first female hip-hop No. i to 
hit Billboard’s rap singles chart since Missy 
Elliott’s “Work It” in 2002.
